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Iowa State Fair was a notable success 
both educationally and financially. The at- 
tendance surpassed all previous years. Won- 
der why so many farm folks came to the 
fair also why there was so much interest 
manifested around the beef cattle and horse 
ring? It seemed to me that we are going 
to have a little better business in the near 
future. 

The Aberdeen-Angus show at Des Moines 
last week was the most exciting one that 
I ever watched. The blue certainly was di- 
vided evenly. Mr. Tolan, an Illinois visitor, 
did well. Of course Harrison and Ryan 
were hard to stop in any class. Schmueck- 
er’s string made a good showing, old Black- 
cap Bandolier is siring some good individ- 
uals. He only has about fifteen cows to as- 
sist him. If Schmeucker had thirty or thir- 
ty-five real outstanding females, there 
might be a lot of trouble in camp for some- 
one. 

Let’s see,—the grand champion baby beef 
was an Aberdeen-Angus. The champion 
group of five was Aberdeen-Angus, no one 
questioned their supremacy either. Mar- 
shall county won all champions in the group 
classes. There are just three reasons for 
this; first, Marshall county has a lot of 
good pure bred bulls; second, a fine bunch 
of club members, and last but not least, a 
good county agent supported by the breed- 
ers. 

The sheep show at Springfield and at 
lowa State were record breakers. The lamb 
club work was especially commendable at 
Iowa State Fair. 

Bill Pew substantiated the fact that 
horses and Aberdeen-Angus were a good 
combination, at least, an Angus man can 
judge horses. 

The multiple-hitch demonstration attract- 
ed a lot of attention at Des Moines as well 
as the pulling contest. 

Clydesdales and Shires made a_ great 
showing at Des Moines this year, in fact 
the south end was almost as full as the 
north end of the arena. You know that they 
always judge Belgians and Percherons at 
the north end. The top and Champions 
were very good. The champion Percheron 
owned by Humbert would be a great horse 
for anyone to own. The champion Clydes- 
dale mare would be a credit to any breed 
and as I look back, the champion Shire stal- 
lion is the kind that Mr. Fogelman should 
be proud of. I met Ralph for the first time 
at Des Moines. He objected to the picture 
that I run at the head of the horse depart- 
ment. He didn’t think the Shire picture 
could be distinguished as such but that is 
the idea of the four-square horse gospel. In 
our columns no breed is going to get the 
edge neither are we giving that space to 
feature writing. It is going to be straight 
dope about the horse, his value and how 
to take care of him.

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SERVICE TO THE BREED IS OUR CONSTANT AIM 
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Better than half a thousand Baby Beeves, fairly equally divid- 
ed as to numbers, between the three major beef breeds, greeted the 
judges at the lowa State Fair Saturday morning, August 27th. At 
the one end of each strap appeared either a lad or a lass whose 
heart was filled with anticipation and hope—at the other end of 
this selfsame strap was to be found a handsome well fitted, highly 
groomed calf that had become a part of the very life of his young 
master. The calf unconscious of the importance of the day and 
careless in manner for he was to appear but for a season furnished 
a splendid contrast and no little annoyance to the keen-eyed, alert 
young American at the strap. It was the initial appearance for 
many of these youngsters, yet they will come again, and again, 

rhaps in many cases several times more until their youthful days 
shall total sufficient in number to eliminate their activities in this 
line of endeavor. By that day they shall be prepared to meet the 
world better. ye . 

These fine young folk are just now “doing” the kindergarten 
“stuff” that leads to higher education and serves but as a stepping 
stone to a successful career as husbandmen. A splendid work— 
thanks to the 4-H Club and kindred organization. In this particu- 
lar case much credit is due to the guiding hand of Johnny Day who 
has had direct charge of this gigantic enterprise and his fine co- 
worker Mr. Quist, for they have diligently labored and advised 
with these fine young people who surely have a good start toward 
making of themselves better men and better women—better equip- 
ped mentally and physically because of present day opportunity 
than you and I at the same age. 

Their’s will be a life game played on the square man to man. 
Fortunate indeed is the rural youth of today that the farm is h‘s 
home. Advantage and opportunity abound within his sphere. Al- 
though the lights may not carry the glare they will burn the longer 
and with greater satisfaction in the end. He may make his life 
what he will, while his city cousin is deprived largely the pleasure 
of charting his own course upon the seas of life. May He who makes 
for us the beautiful out-of-doors with its seasons and showers and 
paints upon this “canvas of clay” rivers and woodlands and fields of 
growing grain season after season not be forgotten but rather in- 
corporated into the life scheme of each of these young people—for 
they are to be the men and the women of a better generation. 

In the beginning of the season something like a thousand head 
of “calvies” entered this annual tournament. Lack of room at the 
state fair grounds and the unwieldiness of such a gigantic aggre- 
gation made it impossible for all to appear in the last act—the 
grand finale as far as Iowa is concerned. Elimination contests in 
the fifty-three counties represented reduced the number of original 
entries to nearly one-half. Thus the cream of the season’s endeav- 
or appeared before a packed house at the big pavillion where the 
calves divided as to their respective breeds—Herefords, Shorthorns 
and Aberdeen-Angus—and subdivided into three groups as to ages 
met the gentlemen who were to say who’s who. 

For our own beloved Doddies the careful, painstaking, accurate 
“Milt” Tudor whose keen eye and sensitive couch combine to pene- 
trate the hide sufficiently to reveal the “sweetmeats” so carefully 
stored there had been selected to act for the sixth consecutive time 
as judge. He failed us not! He found within the Black Battalions 
the hero of the day, the grand champion over all breeds. Then 
modestly but confidently the Journal proclaims again this signal 
honor, believing that it will ever be thus. Gentlemen of the herds 
it is up to you to sustain this challenge. The answer is the right 
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kind of a calf to start with. The reputation of the breed is being 
challenged by the best our contemporary breeds can assemble and 
take it from us they are not slow in their advances. Therefore it 
behooves the Breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle to stand squarely 
behind the boys and girls with the finest things the breed has to 
offer in the way of beef making equipment. You have ’em and the 
boys want to feed ’em. Let’s go again—this for Iowa. And, thanks 
Mr. Tudor we want you back again. 

The classes were wonderful, the fitting excellent regardless of 
breed. Quality abounded everywhere. Had the three classes been 
stood in that many rows side by side and the top set removed across 
the three rows to the end of the entire show we believe that still 
the grand champion would have been an Aberdeen-Angus. This 
with all due respect to our good friends and keen rivals. What I 
mean to say is that the Blacks were just one jump ahead all the 
way down the line. Now look out for jumping may not always be 
so good—unless of course attention is paid to starting next sea- 
son’s project with still better calves. Don’t be tight with the calves 
and don’t be tight witha few dollars. . These experiments will cost 
less and mean more to your boys and girls than will thousands of 
others in which you will not be invited to participate as parents. 
Don’t discourage any youngster by giving him a bad start. 

Each class in the three breeds had its first prize winner and 
these winners competed in their respective breeds for breed cham- 
pionship. A reserve champion was likewise named for each breed. 
These six champions then met in a final round with Prof. Trowbridge 
of the University of Missouri and Wm. H. Pew, of New York state 
as the referees. The battle was fierce, yet refined for the contest- 
ants represented the elite of their respective sects and conducted 
themselves only as individuals of such caste might be expected to 
do. They paraded and formed in line each eager to unfurl his 
breed colors at the masthead. The judges counseled and then or- 
dered the Black Boy forward. The Aberdeen-Angus banner float- 
ed out over a delighted audience, and the pavillion was packed. 
Lest the Black one should falter a fine young whiteface was se- 
lected as his alternate and dubbed Reserve Grand Champion, and 
rightly so for he had supported gallantly the banner of the clean 
faced tribe that roams the plains of the Western cattle country in 
almost numberless hordes. 

It matters not the breed, this thing appears true. Without ex- 
ception the champions in this contest had been selected from pure 
bred herds belonging to the parents of the youngsters who did the 
feeding. Pure bred calves and pure bred lads. Can you beat such 
a combination? The Journal takes this opportunity to say, and 
right emphatically too, that THERE IS EVERYTHING IN 
BREEDING and that PEDIGREES MEAN BREEDING, regard- 
less of the color of the coat an animal shall wear, the over zealous 
enthusiast proclaiming otherwise notwithstanding. He may know 
his onions, but its different with cattle. Future champions will be 
moulded from this same sort of clay if they are to be of equal or 
better quality than those of today and don’t forget that either. 

Unassuming Rex Beresford looked on with perhaps as much 
or more real satisfaction than any one at the ringside for it has 
been scarcely more than a dozen years since he battled with the 
fair board and lost his plea for funds to be used in the promotion 
of this baby beef project. This lad wouldn’t be outdone so he jour- 
neyed down to Chicago, told his story. and returned with the dough, 
put on the show and that’s that. This first show did not make 
such a hit for there were but seventeen en- (Continued on page 18

: IOWA Celebrates 


73d Avnniversary Pp roves VY ondertal Show 


The seventy-third annual conclave of pure bred live stock con- 
vened at the Iowa State Fair grounds on August 24th and remain- 
ed in session up to and including September 2d when the assembly 
disbanded and carloads, yes, even train loads of America’s best in 
this line of endeavor departed for other states where similar events 
were to be staged the following week. Some went to Lincoln, Ne- 
braska; others to Hamline, Minnesota; some to Indianapolis, In- 
diana; and still others sought various other fields in which to dis- 
play their wares. 

The Iowa State fair association is to be congratulated on the 
splendid entertainment it supplied patrons this year. The barns 
and pens were well filled in every line of live stock. Swine made 
an excellent showing and although sales were not extraordinary in 
numbers the breeders with exhibits report a greatly increased in- 
terest in pure bred swine. The sheep section was filled with top 
notch stuff and a lively trade in young rams ensued, all at good 
prices. Thus the business is encouraged to go forward. 

There was not as many horses in the regular horse barns as 
has been seen in former years, nevertheless there was an abund- 
ance of quality and optimism prevailed on every hand. Prices are 
looking up and much new in- 
terest is apparent. Sure 
enough the horse industry is 
due for a profitable season 
that will no doubt continue 
over a number of years. 

The cattle barns were 
filled to capacity. The dairy 
breeds showed greatest in- 
creases in numbers. The 
Holstein breed claiming by 
far the largest showing in 
the barns. There were hosts 
of Jerseys, and a big lot of 
splendid Guernseys and an 
increased showing in Brown 
Swiss and Ayrshires. The 
Ned Polls fell off in numbers 
from last year as did the 
beef breeds except in the 
case of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed which showed an in- 
crease of approximately 
twenty per cent over last 
year’s numbers. Throughout 
the showing quality was de- 
cidedly apparent. There were 
no tailenders in the whole lot 
of 144 head of breeding Ab- 
erdeen-Angus cattle on dis- 
play. To the contrary there 
were many more tops than 
one would expect to find. Judge Pew talked freely of the high 
quality displayed in the different classes as he “sweat blood” dig- 

ging out those that most nearly fitted into his standard for an ideal 
animal. Judge Pew was rather lavish in his expression of admir- 
ation for the great number of superior individuals in the many 
classes. 

First to greet his honor was the aged buil class showing six out- 
standing aged bulls, among them individuals that had figured 
conspicuously in prominent shows of last season. Some of them 
capable of looking back over several season’s successful campaign- 
ing. As in usually the case much speculation prevailed as to what 
would happen—where the bulls would stand after meeting Judge 
Pew. He was deliberate in arriving at conclusions. The bulls with 
more age were in many cases the deeper, thicker specimens and 
any one of several might easily have been placed up, but there 
was something about the short-aged bull Revolution 7th that to 
use the Judge’s own terms “completely filled the eye,” he was of 
excellent type and well balanced, round and smooth as an apple, 
keen and alert. Anyhow he found favor with the judge and the 
more the ringside looked at him the better he seemed to please. 
The bulls that followed were perhaps a little lower set, some of 
them quite so. The bull selected for the top was far from up- 
standing carried a world of flesh, nicely distributed, displayed a

The Balzac calf won 
out and his great thickness and style car- 
ried him through for junior champion.

THE COLOR SCHEME IN THE COUNTY GROUPS

For some unexplainable reason the color scheme in the county 
groups of five that met in the baby beef competitions at the lowa 
State fair last week attracted no little attention. Fifteen counties 
placed. The cattle appearing were pure breds and the groups were 
made up of either or all three breeds. It was a mottled array. The 
calves were of course selected with the idea of making each group 
appear as uniform as possible from a beef standpoint. Just for 
the fun of it a table showing the number representing each breed 
was compiled for the first fifteen groups, or the winners. Here is 
the result: Seventy-five head in all—eleven Herefords, eighteen 
Shorthorns and forty-six Aberdeen-Angus. Figure the percentage 
for yourself. A number of those at the ringside tried to ascertain 
the reason. Was it color, was it type, was it finish or was it qual- 
ity? Who knows? Anyway the blacks furnished a fine back- 
ground for the whole show in this classification.

When one’s show cattle are breeding cattle and the breeding 
cattle are show cattle then it is a pleasure to display at every op- 
portunity at least a sample showing of what one has at home. Visi- 
tors at the State fairs this season are being treated to the best 
showing the breed has made in years. There is more uniformity 
in size, type and general conformation. To be genuine there should 
be neither extreme. Fight coarseness and roughness, be careful 
that too much refinement does not affect the size and weight. The 
robust, yet refined Doddie, perhaps just a trifle past medium in 
size, filled with quality appears to be an ideal animal. 

In starting these new men off, Jet’s see to it that they get away 
on the right side of the business. While too much care can not be 
given to the selection of the matrons that are to constitute the 
breeding herd, there is another factor of even greater importance. 
The selection of the bull—his influence is to affect every animal he 
sires. A “bad” cow may be discarded, but a “bad” bull goes on 
forever. If he be impressive his weakness will be difficult to elim- 
inate. Now that the Aberdeen-Angus breed is finding new friends 
from coast to coast and the length of the continent it behooves the 
sellers to be careful. These new herds at the county and district 
fairs are telling a tale that will oft be repeated—all to the glory 
of the breed. 

This story must be given those who are not so fortunate as to 
have the privilege of visiting these institutions where the Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle are becoming so popular. There is but one sure 
way to get that news to the good farmers of America and that is 
to see to it that your breed paper first has the report and that the 
man you want to reach is on the reading list of that breed paper.

In The Minnesota Carlot Contest 


Oelke, live stock farmer of Blue 

satin, Faribantt county, Minnesota, has for 
second year in succession been awarded 
the second prize in the Minnesota carload 
paby beef contest carried on by the agricul- 
tural extension service of the university and 
supported by the Minnesota Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association and all the interests 
on the South St. Paul Live Stock Exchange. 
Mr. Oelke’s load of 15 Aberdeen-Angus 
calves fed for 450 days weighed 
out 1,008 pounds per calf and 
sold for $12.25 per hundred 
weight on the Chicago market 
June 27. He marketed several 
other loads of young stock the 
same day and all were lumped 
together at the price named for 
the fancy restaurant trade. Had 
the contest beeves been. market- 
ed separately it was said at the 
yards they would have topped 
the day’s selling record. The 
University of Minnesota pur- 
chased one of this lot for show 
purposes and class room work 


in good condition the year round and be- 
lieves it is poor economy to permit them to 
run down during the winter and go on grass 
in a thin, weakened condition. 

The Oelke calves were started on feed on 
October 26 when they were still running 
with their dams. Until weaning time, De- 
cember 1, and while they were still nursing 
they were fed a ration of four pounds of 
oats and two pounds of shelled corn. When 


in animal husbandry. Two of 
Mr. Oelke’s children have won 
the highest honors in baby beef 
production and showmanship at 
the Minnesota Junior Live Stock Show at 
South St. Paul. The Oelke preference is al- 
ways for the “Doddie.” 

0. A. Solvie & Sons, of Hancock, won 
first prize with a Hereford load which aver- 
aged 1,040 pounds each. F. J. Sheffield of 
Springfield was third with an average per 
steer of 926 pounds. Other winners in their 
order were Elmer Bendixen of Morgan, Ab- 
erdeen-Angus, 893 pounds; Edw. Johnson 
& Sons of Fairmont, also Aberdeen-Angus, 
874 pounds; Henkels Brothers, of Heron 
Lake, Herefords, 848 pounds; C. H. Freder- 
ickson of Clements, Herefords, 839 pounds; 
John C. Wester of Adrian, Herefords, 800 
pounds. 

This was the second annual contest. The 
third has been organized by the Minnesota 
extension department with entries from 36 
farmers or farming companies from 14 
counties. This is an increase of nine over 
the second year. Many of the feeders of 
the first two have enrolled for the third. 
Prize money and trophies totaling between 
$800 and $1,000 are distributed yearly 
among the most successful feeders. The 
feeding period has been cut from 450 days 
to 410 days in order that the feeders may 
market earlier in the season, experience 
having shown that the change was desirable 
for several reasons. For one thing the heif- 
ers mature earlier than the steers and may 
become overdone, resulting in a lower price. 
For another, a short feeding period will 
avoid the hotter weather and fly time with 
Its handicaps. Further, the shorter period 
reduces the feed and finance problem for 
many of the contestants. 


Walter Oelke, winner of the second prize, 
kept his breeding cows on bluegrass pasture 
from the first of June to November, wher 
they were given the run of stalk fields. In 
winter they were fed clover and timothy 
hay. bundle corn, and all the straw they 
would eat. Silage was added to the ration 
In the spring when the calves had been 
dropped. Mr. Oelke aims to keep his cows

weaned the feed was increased to four 
pounds of corn and cob meal, four pounds 
of whole oats, and alfalfa to satisfy the 
appetite. From December 15 to February 
15 Oelke gave each calf a pound of cotton- 
seed meal daily, then changing to one-half 
pound of oilmeal and one-half pound of the 
cottonseed. He continued to feed the same 
amount of oats, but increased the corn and 
cob meal gradually. In March he substitut- 
ed shelled corn for the other grain and was 
then feeding 13 pounds of the corn to each 
steer daily with two pounds of cottonseed 
meal. The same month he began feeding 
silage twice a day without stint. When the 
calves lost some of their relish for their 
feed he would occasionally throw them 
whole oats or oat bundles. The contest 
calves were hand fed twice daily in a group 
of 58 head in an open shed. Barrel salt and 
other minerals were always accessible. Raw 
bonemeal, which Mr. Oelke prefers to the 
steamed variety, was self fed. 

All the Oelke calves were castrated in 
June, before the cows were turned on past- 
ure. During the spring in the feed lot they 
were handicapped somewhat by continuous 
heavy rain which made the lots a quagmire. 
Mr. Oelke has shown real consistency in 
producing good baby beef and any feeding 
contest which he enters is certain to be a 
real contest. The quality of his beef was 
better than last year, he says, while he did 
not fall far short of having the largest 
quantity. 

“The second annual contest has further 
emphasized the need of weeding out infer- 
ior breeding cows in the beef herd,” says 
W. E. Morris, a university live stock special- 
ist who is in personal charge of the contest. 
“Data on each lot of calves show a range 
in individual weights of the calves in a car- 
load lot of as much as 200 pounds. All the 
calves in a given lot were sired by the same 
bull and fed the same rations; the difference 
in growth and development must be largely 
due to the difference in dams. It is worthy 


of note that the lots winning the first posi- 
tions were all sired by thick meated, beefy 
type bulls out of medium sized thick cows. 
The small type calf never reaches a satis- 
factory weight for its age. What we must 
do is to breed them big with thickness and 
then feed them properly.” 

The originator of the carload contest was 
A. A. Dowell, then a live stock specialist of 
the University of Minnesota, now superin- 
tendent of the Northwest School and Sta- 
tion of the university at Crookston. Mr. 
Dowell organized it to apply what he called 
the “Babcock test” to beef production; to 
locate the most successful baby beef pro- 
ducers so that their methods could be stud- 
ied and imitated; to determine the best type 
of baby beef sire; to encourage better 
breeding and feeding, and to offer a project 
to older boys on the farms who have com- 
pleted their baby beef project in regular 
club work.—University Farm News Service.

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r laid out the town of St. Paul 
d some loose connections—darn- 
you ever saw. The committee on 
d alleys failed to agree. They 
anywhere and even allowed ’em 
“Beth” and I started from be 
“Geyen Corners,” circled three times an 
Men on the same spot. I say “Beth” out 
of respect for old age—we used to call her 
Lizzie in her younger days. Being cloudy 
and dismal, our eighth sense, that of 
“whereabouts”, failed us. A guide took us 
to the highter ground and we landed inside 
the big gate at Hamline where the weather- 
man had pulled a boner. Heavy all-night 
rain Monday—Attendance far below normal 
Tuesday and Wednesday—grand stand fea- 
tures called off. ae 

However the live stock exhibits were of 
the higher order. Quality up to standard 
and frequently far in advance. Horses and 
sheep and poultry gave a fine showing. The 
cattle division carried about the usual num- 
ber of entries. Because of circumstances 
unavoidable the Aberdeen-Angus herds be- 
came scattered. A goodly portion of those 
that should have gone north headed south, 
east, or west, resulting in a reduction in 
numbers over last year—66 head of breed- 
ing cattle this time. 

Every entry was in the stalls and every 
one lead out. They all passed in review be- 
fore Judge Stanley R. Pierce on Tuesday 
and Wednesday afternoons. 6:00 P. M. 
found us nosing our way out of the big gate 
and over onto U. S. No. 65—homeward 
bound—it required 8 hours to do the 250 
miles. Tomorrow morning the Journal goes 
in the mail and here is what happend at 
Hamline the week of September 5th—this 
space having been earlier reserved. 

Every show has its peculiarities. The 
first three groups of bulls lead out placed 
exactly as they had been catalogued as to 
order. That made it easy to mark. Geo. 
Clark’s Glencarnock Barbaloution defeated 
Wilford’s Royal Lad L. in the aged bull 
class. He had carried along wonderfully 
well and made a very good showing. From 
this place on the bulls winning the blues 
came from the same tribe for their names 
all ended with “mere” preceded by such 
short but expressive terms as “Kill” or 
“Prize.” The two year olds were headed 
by Prizemere 55th for Congdon & Battles, 
who had brought down a splendidly fitted 
and conditioned string of cattle, all of their 
own breeding except the new stock bull Kill- 
mere, a son of the world famous Quecn’s 
Viola K., and winner of his class here. This 
youngster had done very well, developed 
much scale, and will handle a considerable 
amount of additional flesh to good advan- 
tage before the season closes. 

(hese Rosemere entries were all in fine 
condition. This is true in the female sec- 
tion too, where all firsts save two fell to 
the Pacific coast herd. The senior yearling 
class going to Rowles of Iowa with Blackca p 
ot M. R. 3d, a very fine specimen, well bal- 
anced, neat and tidy, with plenty of scale 
or her age. Perhaps a trifle over ripe, a 
condition which worked against her for the 
senior championship. This was the strong- 
est and best class of the show.

Ned Brown, of Luverne, Minnesota, had 
out a fine herd. His two year old cow cap- 
tured the other blue. She was of good type 
and showed depth and width a plenty. He 
had a number of younger things that looked 
like they would be strong rivals in some of 
the later shows. 

The Rowles cattle had come up from 
Iowa State fair to help make a good show- 
ing and they played right around the top 
monies all the way through. M. C. Wilford 
of Canton had nearly a full herd in the stalls 
and the new firm of Campbell & Nisbit had 
five entries. These two herds had not been 
so highly fitted, nevertheless they showed 
a lot of good substantial breeding cattle and 
the makings of future show prospects were 
apparent in may of the younger things. 
These three Minnesota herds supplied nearly 
one-half of the entire showing of sixty-six 
head.

The Clydesdales showed an increase in 
numbers compared with last year and the 
quality and uniformity were certainly bet- 
ter. Competition was very keen, while no 
breeder had a walk away. The Andersons 
from Ross, Iowa, won the greater portion of 
the blues. With all respect to other breeds it 
is the writer’s opinion that the ring of aged 
mares which came before the Clydesdale 
judge for inspection was not equaled at Des 
Moines this year. Such splendid feet and 
legs; most of them showed the effect of 
raising a colt and being brood mares.

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Our POULTRY DEPARTMENT

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Factors in Feeding Market Poultry. 

The digestive system of the fowl is dif- 
ferent in many ways from the digestive sys- 
tem of other animals. The feed is picked 
up by the beak, forced into the throat by 
the tongue and swallowed. The function of 
the beak is to tear large pieces of soft ma- 
terial; ordinary grain, bugs, worms, etc., 
are swallowed whole. Saliva is mixed to a 
certain extent with the feed but it has lit- 
tle effect upon it. 

Passing down the esophagus or gullet the 
feed reaches the crop, where it remains. for 
several hours. In addition to the water that 
the fowl drinks the feed is softened by a 
fluid which is secreted by the crop. After 
becoming thoroughly softened the feed 
passes to the stomach, where it is mixed 
with an acid gastric juice. 
juice acts as a solvent of 
mineral matter. The 
stomach of the fowl is 
small and digestion only 
begins there. The stom- 
ach is closely connected 
to the gizzard, where 
the food is thoroughly 
crushed and ground. The 
musceles of the gizzard 
are powerful and with 
the aid of grit reduce 
the feed to a soft mass 
easily acted upon by the 
gastric juices, more of 
which is secreted by the 
gizzard. Pepsin is the 
most important diges- 
tive fluid and its action 
on proteins makes the 
proteins soluble. 

From the gizzard the 
feed passes into the 
small intestines, where 
it is acted upon by the 
pancreatic juice. This juice acts upon pro- 
tein, starch and fat. The pancreas, which 
secretes this fluid, is enclosed in a loop of 
the intestines called the duodenum. The 
liver, through the aid of the bile gland, se- 
cretes a fluid into the small intestine called 
the bile. This fluid helps to digest the fat 
and furnishes the alkali necessary to make

the pancreatic juice effective. The liver al- 
so makes glycogen, a source of energy to 
the muscles, and aids in ridding the body of 
uric acid. The feed passes on through the 
small intestine and is acted upon by the 
digestive fluids which complete the diges- 
tion of the carbohydrates and proteins and 
make absorption easy. 

The absorption takes place in the small 
intestine and later in the large intestine or 
rectum. Two blind pouches called caeca, lo- 
cated at the end of the small intestine, may 
be organs of absorption but little is defin- 
itely known concerning them. The rectum 
or large intestine terminates in the cloaca 
or vent. The rectum absorbs the water 
from the urin as it comes from the kidneys 
and throws it off with the feces. 

The successful fattening of poultry re-

quires careful thought and attention to the 
condition of the birds and the methods of 
feeding. 

Age of Birds Influences Gains. 

It is a well known fact that the birds 
weighing from one pound and a quarter to 
two pounds will make larger gains than 
stock averaging three and one-half to four 
and one-half pounds. The following table 
is the approximate amount of feed required 
to produce certain weights under farm con- 


ditions:

According to these figures one would 
question the advisability of retaining sur- 
plus cockerels on the farms until they 
weighed five pounds and over yet there is 
another factor to take into consideration. 

The average cost in raising birds under 
confined conditions is about $2.60 per head. 
While on the farm the cost is approximate- 
ly $1.55. The difference of one dollar is ob- 
tained by the fact that the birds on the 
farm range will forage and obtain consid- 
erable feed on the farm which would other- 
wise be wasted. This difference in cost of 
maintaining a bird has developed a certain 
area of our country into a so-called “Roast- 
er” producing area. With the abundance of 
wholesome feeds produced in the corn belt 
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area this condition 
will continue and 
should increase the 
interest in large 
breeds among the 
corn belt areas. In 
many sections of 
the roaster pro- 
ducing area the 
dealers are com- 
mencing to give 
added considera- 
tion to the grow- 
ing of stock that 
will possess the 
quality demanded 
by the consumer. 

At this time of 
the year there are 
a number of dif- 
ferent sizes of 
birds coming to the stations and live cars 
If possible this stock should be graded ac. 
cording to size, especially if the volume is 
large enough to make separate lots. The 
time is not far distant when a considerable 
portion of our poultry will be graded as soft 
meated stock at the re- 
ceiving door. This poul- 
try will be placed on a 
short time finishing feed 
because from the stand- 
point of gain the stock 
will not respond. It has 
been a practice in many 
houses to give the birds 
a mild physic at the time 
they are placed in the 
station. In some cases 
mild stimulants are us- 
ed. In many cases this 
practice is to be recom- 
mended because it places 
the birds in a better con- 
dition to make the most 
use from the feeds. 
Regularity in Feeding. 

Regularity in feeding 
is an important item be- 
cause poultry forms hab- 
its very quickly. It is 
surprising how quickly 
they will accustom themselves to certain 
conditions regarding feeding. 

Light and Its Effect on Feeding. 

Poultry will not consume a maximum of 
feed in dark quarters. The stations should 
be kept as light as possible. This is espec- 
ially true where the light does not have ac- 
cess to the lower decks of the batteries. Di- 
rect light acts as a germicide also. 

Heat and Its Effect on Feeding. 

In extreme heat the birds will not, as a 
general rule, consume as much feed as in 
cooler weather. One should keep this in 
mind and feed lighter at such a time. 

Consistency of Feed. 

The consistency of feed will depend first 
upon the characteristic of the feed itself 
and, second, upon the condition of the drop- 
pings of the birds. If the droppings are 
very loose the feed is generally too thin. If 
the droppings are dry the addition of mois- 
ture may prove beneficial. 

Wholesomeness of Feed. 

One of the factors generally overlooked 
in feeding is the quality of the ingredients 
of the feed. In order to obtain the maxi- 
mum results the best is none too good and 
one can readily distinguish the results 
where poor quality feeds are used. The 
feed should be kept as uniform as possible 
because changing of the feed may retard 
the amount of feed consumed. 

Consumption of Feed. 

A healthy, normal bird can be induced to 

consume an increasing amount of feed 
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the feeding period. It is the 
tat most feeders to obtain a maxi- 
3 m consumption of feed because this will 
mtlect upon the gains obtained. ; 
Feeding poutlry requires constant appli- 
cation on the part of the feeder and in se- 
lecting men for this work only those should 
be considered who have an appreciation of 
the details involved. The day of haphazard 
feeding practices and methods is over and 
the quicker these facts are recognized the 
better the results that will be obtained. 

There is an old saying “that the eyes of 
the master fatten the cattle.” This is espec- 
ially true when applied to poultry. 

Be sure that you are using clean, whole- 
some feed and see to it that it is fed regu- 
larly. Once a schedule has been establish- 
ed, hold to it. Poultry dislikes changes in 
schedule and they are not conducive to

growth and development, in which every 
poultry raiser is interested. 

Have an abundance of direct light in your 
station. It is a contributing factor to good 
feeding results not only because of the fact 
that direct light has decided germicidal 
value but also because of the fact that 
chickens will more readily consume a max- 
imum amount of feed in light quarters. 

When the weather is very warm, feed 
lighter and when the conditions justify it 
vary the consistency of feed to suit the par- 
ticular condition that is to be remedied. 

When strict attention is paid to the de- 
tails mentioned, remarkable growth and de- 
velopment can be obtained.

School Bells are Ringing. 

September takes the children back to 
school. In 1924, 28,288,808 children answer- 
ed the call of the school bell in the public 
schools of the United States. During the 
same year, 457,701 men and 268,423 women 
were enrolled in the different colleges and 
universities. 

Little children are going for the first 
time. From the carefully guarded individ- 
ual of the home he becomes one of a crowd 
with new interests and new duties. This 
may be his first experience in companion- 
ship and he must learn to consider the 
rights of others. This first step is per- 
haps the farthest in his entire school life. 

The adolescent boy and girl will demur 
at the thought of giving up the joys and 
freedom of vacation for the regular routine 
of school work, but before the first month 
passes, will be well established, interested, 
and enthusiastic about their lessons as well 
as their sports. 

The older boys and girls to college, per- 
haps for the first time, away from the di- 
rect supervision of parents.

It was finally 
written and approved and has proven to be 
one of the greatest documents of history.

Seasonable Recipes. 

The late canning season is at hand and 
every housewife is anxious to have new 
recipes that will utilize the garden products 
and add variety to her menu. The average 
country home can use and should use many 
varieties of relishes and pickles. They ap- 
peal to the appetite and add greatly to the 
meat serving of the meal. 


Green Tomato Relish (Uncooked). 

10 green tomatoes chopped, add % cup 
salt. Let stand over night. Drain. 2 cups 
celery, chopped fine, 6 green peppers chop- 
ped fine, 12 cups onion chopped fine. Add 
these to tomato. Squeeze the juice from 
these. Take 1% quarts vinegar, 2 cups 
sugar, 1 cup yellow mustard seed. Add 
these to vegetables. Let stand in bowl 24 
hours, pack in jars. Keep in cool place. 

Chili Sauce. 

12 large ripe tomatoes, 4 ripe peppers, 2 
green peppers, 2 onions, 2 tablespoons salt, 
2 tablespoons sugar, one tablespoon cinna- 
mon, 3 cups vinegar, peel tomatoes and 
onions, chop (separately) very fine, add the 
peppers (chopped) with the other ingredi- 
ents, and boil one and one-half hours. 


Pickles. 

Take small cucumber pickles, wash, cover 
with cold water, and set in ice box over 
night. In the morning wipe dry and put in 
jars. Cover with the following brine: 3 
cups vinegar, 1 cup water, cold, % cup 
sugar, % cup salt, 1 teaspoon celery seed. 
Let come to boiling point and cover pickles. 
This makes 2 quarts. Add slices of white 
onion, or dill, to top of can. These are al- 
ways crisp and firm. 

Sunshine Plums. 

Take 1 gallon plums (not too ripe) cut 
open and remove seeds. Put through food 
chopper until they are reduced to a pulp. 
For every cup of this pulp, use 2 cups gran- 
ulated sugar. Put in stew pan, with no 
water. After they reach the simmering 
point cook ten minutes. 


Grape Marmalade. 

Cook 2 pounds of grapes in 1 cup water, 
until pulpy, stirring frequently, press 
through colander. Core and chop but not 
peel 2 pounds firm pears. Add to grape 
mixture. Cook slowly. Add % as much 
sugar as fruit. Stir until sugar is dissolved. 
Cook slowly 10 minutes. 


Peach Pickles. 

Take about % crate firm peaches. Plunge 
in boiling water and peel. Make a syrup of 
4 cups vinegar and 8 cups sugar. Stick sev- 
eral acacia buds in each peach before put- 
ting them in the syrup. Cook until they 
can be pierced easily with a fork. 

Grape Juice. 

Wash and drain ripe juicy grapes. Into 
each quart jar put one large cup of grapes, 
5 tablespoons sugar and fill with boiling 
water, seal and lay jar on side till cool. 
Should fruit come to top of jar, open at 
once. 

Canned Peppers. 

Cut in halves, take out seeds, scald in 
water 2 minutes, drain, set in cold water 
10 minutes, drain and pack in jars. 2 cups

tries representing all breeds and cross breds 
and grades and they showed together. It 
meant more than was apparent. It meant 
the beginning of a project that soon was 
to become the biggest event at the Iowa 
State Fair grounds, an enterprise that was 
to interest parents throughout the state— 
that was to serve as a mighty influence in 
the development of a future generation. A 
great work—turned to capable hands. As 
for Rex, well he’s at it again. This time 
he is working right in the farmer’s feedlot. 
The carlot farmer feeder contest is under 
way—and Rex will win again. 

Now for a few highlights on the calf 
show. Little. did Wendell Nordstrum of Au- 
relia, Iowa, think when he selected last Jan- 
uary from his dad’s herd that shaggy 
youngster, Evictor’s Type, that his selec- 
tion was destined to bring home from the 
Iowa State fair the most coveted ribbon of 
them all—the grand championship over all 
breeds. We find that Wendell is an “old 
hand” at the business. He made his first 
show in 1924, winning the grand champion- 
ship at the Cherokee county fair, second at 
Sioux City Inter-State fair and fourteenth 
at the International at Chicago. Besides 
his calf was a member of the group of ten 
that won highest honors and brought to 
Iowa that distinction, they were all Aber- 
deen-Angus in this group so the breed won 
too. He fitted another calf in 1925 that 
stood second at the home county fair and 
third at Sioux City. Again he tried in 1925 
and secured the championship at home and 
third at Sioux City. Another try and the 
big Iowa show was captured. All these 
calves were sired by the same sire, Evictor 
2d. This last calf went on feed January 
10th at 350 pounds. Started on oats and 
continued on this diet until about the middle 
of March when a little corn was added to 
the ration which continued until mid-sum- 
mer when it was changed to nearly straight 
corn diet. On August 24th this calf weigh- 
ed 820 pounds, showing a daily gain of 


2.42 pounds. He was prime as he stood be- 
fore the judges, Trowbridge and Pew, who 
declared him the finest bullock on the Iowa 
State fair grounds. Throughout this feed- 
ing period the roughage consisted of straw 
and alfalfa hay. While Wendell had splen- 
did success his calf is on the verge of turn- 
ing hard so other lads should not follow too 
closely this system of feeding. There is a 
lot to the touch and too much corn generally 
spoils the touch. 


This story is growing long, yet there is 
another chapter that must be written. Many 
more should be written so we will ask each 
lad and each lass to write to the Journal 
telling about his or her experience this year. 
We really want these stories and we want 
good snap shots too. Before going to the 
conclusion we shall mention briefly another 
member of this same family, referring of 
course to Young Theodore Nordstrum Jr., a 
lad of ten, about seven years younger than 
his brother Wendell, and a cattleman al- 
ready for he fitted the calf that won the 
Junior Aberdeen-Angus class. If dad Nord- 
strum continues to supply his boys with 
calves like these Cherokee county and the 
Aberdeen-Angus breed will have cause to be 
proud of the whole family. 

No story is too long nor too tiresome to 
exclude a paragraph concerning the accom- 
plishments of a clever girl. Miss Celestra 
K. Schmuecker, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Schmuecker, of Blairstown, Iowa, ap- 
peared in the calf club arena for the last 
time. With the closing of this season Celes- 
tra graduates after five years of faithful 
club endeavors. Likewise she has finished 
high school and is planning to enter Iowa 
State College at Ames this fall. Five years 
ago she fitted and showed her first calf, 
winning at the local show the championship 
and a gold watch. Miss Schmuecker made 
three tries this year with three sons of 
Blackcap Bandolier 2d her father’s great 
show and breeding bull. One calf stood 
third in the Senior class; another fourth in 
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iate class; and still another

had a good straight calf next, one that looks 
like he will be on the job later on. Eileen- 
mere’s Elba the bull at the foot of this class 
stood at the top of a class of five at Sedalia. 
Thus it will be seen that there were some 
things rather attractive about this set of 
young bulls. 

In the baby bull class there were fourteen 
out and the class was led by Tolan’s Revo- 
lution, certainly an outstanding prospect, 
tidy from end to end, of good conformation 
and showing a lot of breed character right 
now. There were so many good calves in 
this class that it will be useless to attempt 
to compare them for the few faults that 
landed them in their respective positions 
When the judge had finished were of such 
minor nature as to make it possible for an- 
other judge to make different ratings be- 
cause of his different valuation of such 
faults. They were a handsome lot. In fact 
by this time it was discovered that the show 
did not “belong” to anyone in’ particular,

August 30th broke over the state fair 
grounds clear and hot. The day began early 
for the crowd was at the gates when they 
opened at seven o’clock. By noon the heat 
had become intense outside. Despite the 
comfortable pavillion there was not much 
promise for relief at the ringside for the 
doings there were to be of a rather warm 
nature. It seemed like no one had gone 
out to lunch for the seats and the rail were 
crowded awaiting the arrival of the splen- 
did cattle that were to be judged that after- 
noon. 

The Aberdeen-Angus session opened with 
pomp and splendor. A dozen, save one, 
aged cows came lazily down through the 
crowded arena to the upper end of the cir- 
cle where they found standing room along 
the rail. It required more than a once over 
to determine the top cow. Judge Pew cir- 
cled them several times viewing each indi- 
vidual critically both fore and aft then he 
applied the touch system, ordered a walk 
and directed Blackcap of Glenrock 3d_ to 
head the list. She is a remarkable cow and 
a daughter of Black Belmore. Her back 
was wide and perfectly level, deeply cover- 
ed, she was lowset, and deep, good Doddie 
type, exceptionally full in the twist and 
carrying a beautiful front. Her runnerup 
was found in her half sister Erica of Glen- 
rock 4th, very much the same type and a 
very close contender from the Schmuecker 
herd. Another round and Black Lass of 
Glencarnock 6th a daughter of Blackcap 
Revolution dropped in line, now there were 
three of a kind, two of them from the 
Harrison & Ryan herd. Next came Tolan’s
